Walking in outer space, we take for granted already. But lowering fares for 
commuters, this is true socio-economic fiction.

came through with a 25% drop Newark-N.Y. and the Central Railroad came through 
with reductions of up to 18% on their main line stops. This could take a few 
cars off the road, oh happy day, and, while nothing short of a miracle could 
make Route 22 a pleasant drive, perhaps a few extra fenders and faces will 
remain wrinkle-free next year.

He added that in his January legislative message he will seek passage of a bill 
to set up a housing finance authority which could float bonds and lend money to 
developers and another bill which would have the state pick up some portion of 
a municipality's urban renewal expenses. And, heck, these are the two bills 
dgafted by our Bureau of Municipal Research and introduced through Chamber 
efforts!
